The DECISION ON PETITION dated Feb. 28, 2005 in the second last paragraph 
of page 1 thereof states that the 22 sheets of formal drawings submitted by applicant 
on November 12, 2003 in response to the NOTICE REGARDING DRAWINGS dated 
September 1 1 , 2003 were received by the USPTO and are in the file. 

The last paragraph at page one of the DECISION ON PETITION states: 
The application was abandoned for application failure to timely 
respond to the Notice within the two month time period, which expired 
on November 1 1 , 2003, and of which should have been so noted on 
the Notice of Abandonment. 
The Notice of Abandonment dated December 22, 2003 gives no date of 
abandonment but states that the reason for abandonment is "Applicants' failure to file 
corrected drawings as required by and within the three-month period set in the notice of 
allowability (PTOL-37)." And also states "No corrected drawings have been received." 

The Notice of Allowability dated May 2, 2003 states at item 3 "The drawings filed 
on 30 October 2000 are accepted by the examiner." 

The Notice Regarding Drawings dated 09/1 1/03 states 
Corrected drawings ... Received in the USPTO on 10/30/00 are still not 
acceptable for the reasons for the reason(s) identified on the attached 
PTO-948. Applicant is given one opportunity to correct the 
informalities within two month time period from the date of mailing this 
Notice. 

Two months from the date of the Notice is 11/11/03 which was Veteran's Day, a 
Federal Holiday in 2003. See the attached list of 2003 federal holidays abstained 
from the USPTO website. 
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In response to the Notice Regarding Drawings dated 09/11/03 Applicant 
submitted on 11/12/2003 corrected drawings. 
37 CFR 1 .7 (a) states: 

When the day ...under this part for taking any action ... In the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office falls on Saturday , Sunday or in a 
Federal Holiday within the District of Columbia, the action may be 
taking ... On the next business day which is not a Saturday, Sunday or 
in a Federal Holiday. 
Since applicant submitted the corrected drawings on November 12, 2003, the 
next business day after the Federal Holiday, Veteran's Day November 11, 2003, 
applicants submission of the corrected drawings was timely and the above identified 
application should not have gone abandoned.
